* Applicant appeals examiner's rejection that Claims 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Shamitoff and RusseL 

* Applicant appeals examiner's rejection that Claims 27 is rejected under 35 US& 1 03(a) 
as being unpatentable over Shamitoff and ASomo 3375,604, 

* Applicant appeals examiner's rejection that Claims 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Shamitoff and Essehaggers 5 J 08 J 00, 

VII ARGUMENT 

A,- Applicant appeals esamioerV rejection that Claims 21 -30, 41-47 and 55-62 are 
refected under 35 V&C. 103 over Shamitoff. 

As previously stated in the remarks of September 30, 2008, ShamiioiT does not disclose a 
dog toy. The present Invention is a dog toy, The Shamitoff reference would he totally changed 
in its principle of operation if it were to become a dog toy. According to the manual of patent 
examining procedure 2143 .01 states that the proposed modification cannot change the principle 
of operation of a reference. The teachings and suggestions of the Shamitoff reference cannot he 
modified using another prior art reference to change die Shamitoff reference to disclose the 
claimed invention, Shamitoff further Mis to teach in each and every element of the claims for 
the reasons stated above. The claim amendments are not vague. The main, member and 
secondary members being adapted to teeth of a dog discloses a ruggedized dog toy having parts 
that emm he swallowed, rather than the device of the Shamitoff reference.

The Shami toff reference teaches a plurality of small detachable portions of the head such 
as eyes, ears, earrings, nose, mouth, mustache, beard and hair. (Shamifoff col % line 5-8) It is 
common knowledge that Hems such as these small detachable portions are extremely small and 
easy to swallow by a common pet dog such as a Labrador Retrieve Thus, the Shaniltoff 
reference teaches away from a pet toy. 

The Shamitoff reference in combination with the other references does not teach a pet toy 
of the present invention with primary and secondary members that are iiondestructlvdy 
disassembled and re-eombinaMe, 

The supplemental declaration of Julie Theei provides secondary Graham factor evidence 
as to nonobviousness (Exhibit A), The Rule 1.132 affidavit of Mk Theei of May 20, 2002 in 
United States application 3 0/154,1 27, now US Patent 6,623 ,328 should also be considered for 
secondary meters (Exhibit B). 

B, Applicant appeals examiner's rejection that Claims 26 is rejected under 35 ll&C 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Sbamitoff and Russell 

For the sake of brevity, but rejections of the independent claims were discussed in detail 
on the understanding that the dependent claims are also patently distinct over the prior art, as 
they did then directly from their restrictive independent claims. Nevertheless, but dependent 
claims "include additional features that, in combination with those of the independent claims, 
provide further separate and independent basis for patentability. 

ShamitofF foils to teach or suggest each and every element of claim 26 for the reasons 
stated above. While the Russell reference may disclose the additional limitation of claim 26, the 
Russell reference clearly does not supply the deficiencies of claim 21 set forth above. 
Accordingly, the applicant respectfully submits that claim 26 is patentable because claim 21 is 
patentable.

For the sake of brevity, but refections of the independent claims were discussed in detail 
on the understanding thai the dependent claims are also patently distinct, over the prior art, as 
they did then directly from their restrictive independent claims.

Claims 6 and I? were rejected under 35 U.S.C I 12* iirst paragraph because the 
^SpeGigcation does not ap pear to provide support for the limitations of the claims (speeifically, a 
hamburger with upper and lower bun arid patty member, as claimed)" The applicant has 
amended the specification to inctode support for the- claims. No new matter has been entered* 

Claims U2Q were rejected under 35 U.S.C 11 2> second paragraph, as being indefinite. 
Claims I and 10, the phrases- *'a figure of predetermined shape* have been amended to add 
clarity. 

Claim 7, "connection means" is the same as the "'attachment means" and is so amended. 
Claims 12 and 1 3* the tarmin&logy " w a .member", "another .member" and "plurality- of secondary 
members" km fcsen ekrifiedv The ambiguity ha^ been removed. Claims ! md 10 7 ilie phns»e 
"such as ?> has been reiBOved 

Claim Rejections 35.U5C § 11)3 

Claims 1, 2, 104 3 md 16 were rejected uo^er 35 ILS XI 103(a) as being patentable 
over '917 to Russell et al The device of Russell is disclosed as bc.bg help&I for relieving stress 
in individuals like human spoils to (colunm 1 lines 1.5-20), The applicant acknowledges that 
the examiner takes the position feat an individual or human constitutes a "domestic animal \ The 
present device is designed ibr use by a domestic animal, which means a housedog. The tmn 
"domestic roup&r has been clarified by amendment of claim language, One to Chhn 
amendment, the references no longer creates prima feeie obviousness* 

Russell is thus ■<J5«tinguJ«hab]e. The device of Russell does not relate to house dog 
training. The present myendon. presents desiniction of other household articles by training a 
house dog to satisfy destructive dismembering mstmets via the present invention. The emphasis 
of the present hweMon allows a house dog a particular item, commonly known as m 'allowed 
item* for dismembering. It is commonly uuderstood that housedogs learn, by repetition. Prior to 



the present mventioiu no such device existed in fee present form. Because previous house dog 
training aids and toys lacked a destructive dismembering outlet for a housedog, dogs remained 
'proae to dc&tmctivo di&mcxnbcring behavior. 

The Discussion of Related Art in the present applic ation presen ts the problem, to be avoided, 
'The natural prey ixistinci m a canine makes it difficult for dogs to rcfiaisi from 
rending ordinary household items such as furniture, plush animals, shoes and carpet. The 
Bamral hunting instinct k a canine is curbed during domestication* The resulting 
imstr&tion lead* to unheaitMy fits of destmctb:a. M 

Russell toadies the use of a dismernberable figure for human entertainment related 
spectator sports* The device of Russell thus teaches away from use of a dismemberable figure 
for dog behavior modification Although the devices sh&re certain structural similarities, they 
are used for and designed for different purposes. 

It is there a long felt need to provide dog plush that can he ripped apart and put back 
together? The Purina Bncyciopedia oiDog Care by Amy Shojri attached as Exhibit A, skews 
the problem of dog damage, but does tiot .'suggest pro viding a dog plush that can he ripped apart 
and put back together. The Farina Encyclopedia of Dog Care by Amy SUpjas suggests y&dons 
chew toys such as rawhide and learns balls. 

As any house dog owner knows, even well trained dogs have a tendency to np apart 
household articles. This is because dogs have an instinct and oral fixation regarding household 
■ articles, ..yet humans do not diew and rip at their shoes and furaitute when irustrated. 

Has there been a long felt need m the pet toy industry for the product? Carmen Lmw, a 
prospective customer, stated in. m mml on 12/9/2002 "Your, toys are truly -unique; - haven't, 
come across any like and then the in my ongoing extensive research." 

To determine the status of the art regarding dog toys, the applicant $mi out a market 
survey to h$r ouetom^ns' in early February 2003 . So fer, B responses have been received. 
L For the ^itestion, "Have you ever seen a **rip apart'* dog toy, prior to the **Rip Roatjn Fun- 

All 13 respondents said "NO* 
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■% For the qusstio-ft*. "Do. your customers often, complain th&i their dogs destroy or rip .apart toys 
or tilings they are not supposed to? 

All 13 respondents said "YBS- 
3. For the question, "Do you feel that the * c Rip4loarm Fun-nies" rip apart toys provide a good 
outlet lor that tip apart need? 

All 13 Respondents said^YEr 
4 For the que&ion, "Do dogs rip apart the individual pieces or do they seem appeased, at least

Several different responses were generated: 

3 Respondents were unsure, 3 stated that some dogs do,, some do not, 5 stated tfiat the 
dogs are at least temporarily appeased. 2 stated that dogs still ripped -apart individual 
pieces,

allowed to-**rip apart* * (and it could then he put hack together!) 

I 'Respondeat Said No, 1 1 Respondents said yes,, and 1 Respondent was unsure 

The applicant has been approached for a license by large vendors such as PETCO (pvxcvxom)* 
Aspen Pci Products fv.-ww,aspenpet.eoir,}, and Vo Toys (vo-toys.eoni), 1'he applicant has 
been discussing licensing agreements with the vendors, 

Dismssian of Depe nd e nt Clai m 

Claim 3 and 14 were rejected under 35 UJSLO. 103(a) as being unpatsBtaMe over *917 to 
Russell in vi ew of " 461 to Fuiifaiwa. In light of the el aim amendment to independent claim I 
and 10, appifc^mt suggests feat claims 3 and 14 are allowable. The references do not create 
prima fade obviousness. The snake figure m both 5 917 to Russell and l 46I to Fiy&awa do not 
relate to house dog toys and training aids fhr house dogs. None of l&e references cited discussed 
the central problem of modifying house dog behavior. 

Claim 4 mid 15 wens rejected under 35 ILS,C, 103(a) as being o&p&eatiblg- over *9! 7 to 
Russell et aJ in view of ' 3 84 to Billis. Again* in ligiit of fee claim aTnendment to independent 
Claim t and 10, applicant suggests feat daifns 4 md 15 sk? dlcwablc, Tbc tefbroneos do not 
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create prima, facte obviousness, The ball figure in both c 9t7 to'. Russell and '384 to Billis do not 
relate io feouse dog toys and framing aids. None of fee relereiices cited discussed the central 
prohta of sxo4iiymg ■■b®m dog behavior, 

Claim 6 and 17 were rejected under 35 U,&€. 103(a) as being unpatentable over '917 to 
Russefi st a! in view of* 141 to Natal Russell in view of Nak*i does aot create prima fecie 
obviousness. In light of the claim amendment to Independent claim 1 arid 10, applicant suggests 
that claims 6' and 17 mc allowable. The sandwich .figure m both *j]7to Russell and *].4l to 
Nakai do not relate to house dog toys and training aids. Nakai provides a training aid for 
teaching children about cutting fruits and vegetables, Nakai provides a rigid device as opposed to 
a plush toy, Nakai requires use m implement requiring thumbs that are lacking in house aogs. 
None of tho references cited discussed the central problem of . modifying house dog behavior. 

Claims 7 md 8, 18 ma 20 were rejected under 35 ILS,C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over '91 7 to Russell et at in view of 4 100 to Bssehaggers ei al and further hi view of "072 to 
Dreyer, Russell in view of Essehaggers does not create prima fade obviousness, Again, in light 
of the claim an^endmeirt to independent claim 1 and 10, applicant suggests that claims 7 aod 8, 
18 and 20 arc allowable. Because tfe reference cited do not relate to house dog toys and 
training aids, applicant suggests that there is no motivation to combine the references, None of 
the references cited discussed the central problem of zriodifymg- hpuse dog behavior. 

Claims -8 -sad 19 wers> rejected under 35 UXC. 103(a) as being unpateiitable over c 917 to 
Russell si al m view of ; 100 to Bssebaggers et ai and further in view of "216 to Chmnese, 
Russell et-'al in view of Esseb&ggers and further in view of Chi&ness does not create prima feeie 
obviousness, Chinese does not relate to dog toys. Bssebaggers does not relate to dog toys. 
Russell does not relate to dog toys. Because the references cited do not relate to bouse dog toys 
and training aids, applicant suggests that (here is no motivation to combine the references.

My name is Julie Theei, I am making this declaration and affidavit. [ being duly sworn, 
do hereby depose and say as follows; 

1 offer a brief background- on why I invented the 4 Yip apart" dog toys in the fim place, to 
also hopefully shed light on why I think I should be granted a patent, I have had many house 
dogs for over 30 years. I now have three beloved dogs, ranging from 15 pounds to -95 pounds. 
Ailttee dogs derive great enjoyment out of playing with plash toys— the only problem Is, aflsr 
several days of olay^'sometimss onlylioDrs]), th;e toys are often ripped to shreds, reduced ic 
"mere cftca**" with my delighted dogs sitting in a messy sea of stuffing. For years I have 
simpiy surrendered to their rip apart desires, and have spent countless dollars m weekly new toy 
purchases (not to mention hours of ^stuMng clean up"!). I figured that it Is better that toys are 
ripped apart, rather than my shoes and furniture, which are the next Sony victims if my zealous 
dogs are not provided alternative outlets. 

It was after years of commiserating with fellow dog owners over the problem of ripped apart, 
and thus destroyed tow, that I came up with the idea &r a toy feat dogs could .truly "tip apart" - 
or atieastfeel as If they are dipping apart" -without actually destroying the icy!
